Whitney, former necrctary 
of 
tha 


navy, died at 4 o'clock Tuesday after- 
.noon at his residence, 371 Fifth ave- 
nue, of peritonitis and blood poison- 
ing, following a surgical operation for 
appendicitis. 


Death came after an illness of four 


days and only a little more than three 
hours after the U5in>nru of a bulletin 
stating that the condition of the pa- 
tient showed improvement. 
It was 


said by attache* of tho household that 
the- end came while Mr. Whitney wan 
under the influence of an anaesthetic 
preparatory to a second operation. 


Mr. Whitney's illness bexan on Fri- 


day night, when he was in a box at 
the Metropolitan opera liouso at the 
pcrformanc. of "Rlgoletto." Return- 
Ing to his home, he summoned, physi- 
cians, who diagnosed Lls ailment as 
appendicitis and suggested an opera- 
tion. Mr. Whitney consented and this 
was performed by Dr. Bull Saturday. 


Notable Career. 


Mr. Whitney's career as lawyer, re- 


former, cabinet 
minister, 
business 


man, lover of tho turf and society 
leader was an enviable one, but his 
most notable achievement was tho re- 
organizing and building of the Amer- 
ican navy, paving tho way for tho 
victories that gave liberty to Cuba 
and wrested from Spanish dominion 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. 
- 


Mr. Whitney came of Puritan stock. 


Ho was born at Conway, Mass., July 
E, IGli; and was educ :;d at Willis, 
ton academy and nt Yale, graduating 
from the latter school in ISM. He en- 
tered the Dane law school at Harvai-d 
In ISC5, and a few years Inter beg.in 
the practice of law In New York dry. 


Friend of Tlldcn. 


Mr. Whitney was only 31 years old 


when he became a political loader MI 
the Democratic party. His first nii'.n- 
lile work was against the Tweed H'.ig. 
and this gave hi 11 a publicity that ho 
subsequently'retained. Ho beeamo a 
close friend uf Samuel J. Tllden, mnd 
was active in managing 'his campaign 
for the presidency. 


In 1S73 he %vas appointed corffira- 


ti»n counsel for tho City of New Vork. 
He-reorganized the department, creat- 
ing four new bureaus. 
He 
rotlrod 


from the corporation counsel's office In 
1SS2 
and interested himself In acquir- 


ing franchises for street railways:, thus 
laying the foundation for a fortune 
that later mounted to millions. 


When Orovcr Cleveland was: Inau- 


gurated President In 1885 he placed 
' the department of tho navy In- the 
hands uf Mr. Whitney. v'Shon Jnv*n 


the plan of' reorganizing that has had 
remarkable results. 


Mn Whitney retired from office In 


and since, that time refused all 


political or diplomatic offices. 
Ho re- 


turiK.'d to active business and proceed- 
ed t'i unite and systematize the trac- 
tion lines of New York City. 
He cre- 


ated the present great combination of 
llneBltnown as tho Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, which Unites all tho 
to riile beneath a bridge, but It was too 
and fq r beyond. 


Found Amusement In Racing. 


He was active in other financial di- 


rections, his operations Including the 
procuring of interests In tho Now 
.York .'Life Insurance Company, tho Mu- 
tual I.lfo Insurance Company, the Mor- 
ton Trust Company and the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company.

mtad,,Mr. Whitney sought relaxation 
on the turf, and ho procured stables of 
thoroughbreds that won .for him a 
nil me In turf animals, and ho slg- 
nuJlzed the year 1003 by scoring a 
larger amount ot winnings than any 
ot);or owner of. horses. 
He raced en- 


tirely for amusement, and his costly 
strings of horses and his highly paid 
Jockeys and trainers cost him far more 
than he won. 
He was one of tho few 


.Americans that have won the English 
I>orb'y. capturing;.that race In 1901 with 
Volodoyovskl. 


Was Twice Married. 


Mr. Whitney was married twice. His 


first wife, to whom ho was wcililejl In 
ISli!), WOH Flora, daughter of tho late 
United States Senator Henry B. Payno 
of Ohio. 
Four children were born to 


them—Pauline, now the wife of Al- 
•merle Hush Paget of England; Harry 
Payne, married to Gertrude Vander- 
bill; Payno, married to a daughter 
of Secretary of State Hay, and Dorothy 
Payne Whitney. 


In 1893 Mrs. Whitney died, and Mr. 


Whitney remained a widower 
until 


1&2G. when ho married Edith S. Ran- 
dolph, widow of Captain Arthur Ran- 
dolph of England and daughter of Dr. 
William May of Baltimore.

Scandal Mongers Are' Busy'In the'Lit- 


tle Village, Blasting Reputations 


Men and Women.

tives are thought to have a clew to the 
Identity of the murderer In a man's 
cuff picked up In a corner of tho cab 
shed a few hours after the body of 
Miss Sarah'C. Sliafer was discovered. 


Tho ciiff is of percale marked with 


polka dots, There Is an Initial "M" 
on tho Inner band, printed In indeli- 
ble Ink, such-as Is used In laundries. 
This is not the Initial of any one 
hitherto mentioned In connection'with 
tho investigation. The authorities de- 
clare that the cuff was not In the 
shed when the body was found, and 
theybellevo that It was placed there 
to divert them from the present line 
of trio Investigation.

Such Is the description of Bedford, 


bitterly spoken by a city official who 
hns been active In the search for tho 
murderer of tho pretty school teacher. 
/How much of truth It contains Is 
best known by those residents of the 
village who, once- numbered among 
Us best and respected people, now find 
themselves shunnod and suspected. 


Bedford lias been demoralized as a 


result of the Schafer murder. 
The 


inquiry conducted Into tho crime has. 
been barren of results. The scandal 
mongers ot the village are now the 
Inquisitors. .

That 
they served their purpose-we can best 
Judge from Herodotus, who 
visited" 


Babylon and on his return told the

In Egypt and China at a very 
early date they were built for com 
merce. it Is quite well established

the same time as the great wall am 
compares very well with It In mag 
nltudR. being GOO miles long—tho Ion 
Rest canal In. the world today.

Grand canal h» still In use and ' the 
Suez takes the pace of the former 
Mle-ired sea canal. 


For War Purposes

Then the rail-' 
roods formed n monopoly and 
the 


cost of trans-shipment became

great that Manchester was forced In- 
to n commercial decline.

canal.. Tho neutrality of transit so far 
as United States was concerned, was 
guaranteed.

umbia's consent was more than

conld see. 
After fifty years of dis- 


cussion, tho last congress came to

DECISION AS TO 


COMPANY'S RIGHTS 


Corporation May Not Put Poles Jus* 


Where It Pleases — Supreme 


Court So Decides. 


By a decision.of the supreme court 


handed down yesterday property ow- 
ners of Janesvllle who object to un- 
sightly telegraph, telephone or trolly 
poles will have some redress against 
tho corporations who desire to place 
them where they will regardless of 
the wishes of the property owner. 


It Is a decision of great Importance 


to tho owners of property proposed 
to be Iiijurcil by tho erection of un- 
sightly oles by public sen-Ice corpor- 
ations. The case was in tho supreme 
court Tuesday morning In tho case of 
E. W. Malone against the Waukcsha 
Electric Light company. The' opinion 
was written by Justice Wlnslow and 
substantially declares that the inter- 
ests ot tho property owner nro para- 
mount to those granted by franchise 
to the corporation. 


The corporation In question propos- 


ed to- erect a pole In front of .tho 
residence of tho owner, notwlthstartd- 
ing Ills objection. He secured an In- 
junction and upon the appeal to the 
supreme court Is sustained In 
his 


position. 
The court hold's that tne 


franchise vlld' not give tho corp9ra- 
tlon the right to-place poles wherev- 
er it chose against the objection and 
protest of the owner. . The property 
owner's rights must bo considered'pa- 
ramount until tho board of public 
works specifies the particular spot 
in the street where the pole may be 
placed. ' .

TRIBES OF THE NEGRITOS AND 


IGORROTES. 


Former Are Believed to Be the Primi- 


tive Race of ths Island of Luron— 
How the Custom of Head Hunting 
Had Its Origin—Gcvernment. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Tho .best authorities agree that tho 


Negrltqs are the primitive race of the 
Inland of Luzon. 
With the lapse of 


renttirles these liulo people, tho tallest 
of whom rarely attain a height of four 
ar.d a half feet, have been driven back 
to the mountains and Into the almost 
Impenetrable ,depths of tin; forests 
They aru the lowest order of the hti- 
iran family, dispense with 
clothing, 


hsvc no fixed place of abode, roam 
In droves through the deep woodland, 
and subsist on herbs and such game as 
fiey can take. For taking game they 


• use bows and arrows, the latter pol 


Honed with the Juice of a tree prepared 
In accordance with a formula known 
only to themselves. 
A wound from 


one of these arrows Is Immediately fa. 
tnl. tho effect being similar to stryeh. 
n!a poisoning. Their dialect coiiKiut 
of only a few words. They run softly, 
with.tho speed of a deer, and climb 
trees with great_ agility, placing tho 
soles of tho feet against the tree, thu'y 
ascend by leaps and' bounds, as • docs 
the monkey. In appearance the. Negrito 
resembles the '.African negro;- color 
black; hair thick and kinky, nose Hat, 
His thick and prominent. Though oc- 
casionally one is to bu found in the- sot- 
tloments on the coast, the Spaniards 
found It Impossible to civilize them. 


Jlany centuries ago tho 
invaders 


CRIUO to'the Island, but when or^vho 
were the ilrst Is unknown, but It is 
told among the Tagals, tho now doniln 
nnt race, that for a long time their 
ancestors paid tribute to the Negritos, 
or. falling, the little people would In 
overwhelming, numbers attack the re- 
bellious village, and after killing tho 
Inhabitants . with 
poisoned 
arrows 


carry off all portable property. In the 
course of tlmo tho tribes of. larger 
men. many of. whom came from tho 
Malay archipelago, overran the ki]and 
and drove tho little people back to 
those parts that were saie because of 
their Inaccessibility. 
The Invaders 


consisted of those how known as the 
Christian tribes, the Tagals. the.: Ilo- 
ranos. the 1'ampangas, the Maccabce 
lies and the more or less savage tribes 
ot Igorrates, Gaddancfe, Itavls and Tin- 
guancs. The Igorrotes and Tlngunnes 
are the head hunters. The Gaddancs, 
the most savage tribe in the Island, 
take only scalps. 


Among tho Igorrotcs Is recited a le- 


gend.-.very similar to that of Tokbng, 
rajah of the Sibops, and father of all 
tho Kyans. 
U In to the effect that 


Tokong was ruling hi:? people happily, 
bat had much trouble placating thu 
.evil spirit. 
At that time they took 


only the scalps of their enemies slain 
In battle, using the hal>- for decorat- 
ing their weapons. 
Once Tokong was 


on tho way down the river with his 
UHrriors to punish some house thloyes 
•who I»a4.jtqlan,;.ltbu.barvesu..of-rice." 
They camped on the bank 6f tho river, 
and while resting there were accosted 
hy Kop. the frog, who told Tokens that 
he (Tokong) did not know how to 
placate the evil spirit, or preserve the 
trophies of battle. Instead of saving 
a little skin and hair, he should savo 
tlm whole head; then the soul of his 
enemy would be his slave and good 
spirit as long as tho head was kept.- 
as the head was the home of the spirit, 
To Illustrate, he drew his pnrang and 
cut off the head of one of his attend- 
nsts. Tokong was not convinced, but 
irany of his old men wero, and argued 
tho matter as they went along. Finally 
Tokong, not desirous of crossing the 
ciders, agreed to take a few heads. 
Scon afterward they arrived ' at tho 
house of -the tlUcvcs, and set it on 
f.re.

n>e'by an old Igorrote Is not so cleat 
a? the above, there Is such a strong 
similarity as to convince me that hun- 
dreds of years ago they were the same. 


The government of the Igorrotes Is 


patriarchal. They live in rancherlaa 
of from fifty to one hundred inhabit- 
ants, and ar<> governed by a chief and 
t»a» old men.

Tho word Is of Anglo-S:ixon origin, tuid 
signifies n lodging house; another an- 
other term was gest hus, a house, for 
crut'sts; or cumcmi hits, a house for 
comers. Near the highroads u few 
scattered hum were established for tho 
convenience of travelers over'night. 


Edward the Confessor ordained tJiat 


If U traveler remained over three nights 
in nn inn he was to be styled thlnl- 
tilght-nwii-hlnde. and the landlord was 
answerable for him exactly us though 
he was one of the servants. 
A good, 


many alehouses were dotted iiround 
Saxon ICnglnml, and the sturdy early 
Englishmen spent a great deal of time 
In them. Chaucer's friar "knew well 
the tnvvem in every town," aud Duii- 
stun found it necessary to ordain tluit 
a priest "should In nowise be ule.sop"— 
that is, a story teller or reciter at nn 
alehouse. 
Efforts were continually 


nuulo to keep down tho number of Inns. 
In tho reign of Edward I. there were 
but three in the. whole of London. 


The inns of the middle nges were fur- 


nished In n very homely manner.

the fifteenth century the' tamotis St,
